Throughout Vernon county and ad­ 
jacent territory this has been the big 
week in tobacco harvest. 
On Mon­ 
day a good majority of growers com ­ 
menced cutting and shedding 
their 
crops. 
While for ten days past there 
has been considerable 
work 
done 
along thta line, not till this week ha# 
there been a general movement, and 
now it is at its height. 
The uneven­ 
est of tobacco in growth gives as­ 
surance that if good weather conti­ 
nues five to six weeks we will still 
find farmers with unharvested crops. 
It is unfortunate that these conditions 
prevail, necessitating cultivation, top­ 
ping and harvest at one and the same 
time. 
As* has before been stated, there 
has been and still is such a rush for 
securing Vernon and Crawford coun­ 
ty tobacco as was never known. P ro ­ 
bably every crop in Vernon county at 
least, has been inspected by one to 
twenty buyers, and if there are any 
of them still 
unsold it is because 
growers absolutely refused to name 
a price. 
The prime and 
the 
poor 
fields have alike been taken at vary­ 
ing prices to be sure. 
It is notice­ 
able as one rides through the country 
districts that there are. some as fine 
growths, whole 
fields 
and 
small 
patches, as were ever seen in the 
state, and on the other hand some are 
as poor as we have known atty year 
On the whole prices paid are very 
satisfactory, from 8 to 13 cents. 
But 
for the damaging hail storm the to­ 
bacco crop would have yielded the 
most money to Vernon county farm­ 
ers of any Near since its cultivation 
has been carried on. 
Many farmers 
were slightly touched, others a third 
to one-half injury, and a very small 
per cent met total destruction. 
In 
dollars and cents we would estimate 
the loss at twenty per cent through­ 
out the county. 
A few have plowed 
under their fields. 
Some who were 
badly injured have resold their crops 
tor two to four and six cents.

que jeweler who pronounced it to be 
of great value provided it developed 
after 
the 
outer or defective surface 
had been removed. 
The peeling pro­ 
cess will be resorted to at once and 
the trite value of the find will soon 
be positively known.
